The most urgent crisis, due to the 
fact that Germany was expected 
to pay 50,000,000 marks in repar 
ations on Tuesday, has been tem- 
porarily ‘bridged over, however, 
by agreemnt between the allied 
governments to authorize the re 
parations commission ‘to permit a 
suspension of the payment of this; 
amount pending some decision of 
the conference; on the other hand 
to deal with Germany's request 
for a moratorium, This decision 
Is expected to be made known 
Within a few days. |

When the conference is resumed to- | 
morrow morning, it will take the 
shape of informal conversations be- 
tween Premier Lioyd George of Great | 
Britain, M. Poincare, the French pre- | 
mier, Signor Schanzer, the Ttalian 
foreign minister; M. Thenis, the Bel- 
gian premier; and Baron Hayashi, the 
Japanese ambassador to Great Britain 
Th last report of the expert's commit 
fee will be taken into consideration by 
the conference and it ia hoped that a 
plenary session of the conference can 
‘be held later in the day. 

The prolongation of the conference 
does not mean that the virtal dead- 
lock has been removed, or that there 
is any real prospect of its removal, The 
utmost hoped for is that a brief mora- 
torium probably in about a couple of | 
months will be aceorded Germany to 
tide over her immediate difficulties 
and prevent the conference from be 
ing branded as an absolute fiasco, It |

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Walking Warily (7) 


Attorney-General Brownlee re- 
cently told the Calgary Board of 
Trade that under the Greenfield 
Government ‘‘the province is go- 
‘ing along wartly.”’ It is gratify- 
ing to have such an announcement 
from such a source. But its value 
depends upon what is considered 
‘going along warily.’’ There are 
people who do not see in the 20- 
hour wheat board session of the 
Legislature, with its establishment 
of autocracy by order-in-eouncil 
and mandate of an irresponsible 
commission any evidence of ‘‘the 
‘province going along very war- 
‘‘ily.’? Especially when after the 
session had been held it was found 
that the men whose names and re- 
putations were used to secure 
smooth passage for the Wheat 
Board Act would not touch the 
job. If that is going warily, Heav- 
en defend us from any more reck- 
less government. 


Negative Results. 


The tonference at Calgary turn- 
ed out to be mainly a difference 
when it came to,the question of 


who the ‘‘unemployment  pro- 
blem’’ really belongs to. The 
municipal delegates were rather 


more than willing that either the 
Provincial or the Dominion Gov- 
ernment should elaim the privilege 
of providing doles or jobs for men 
who may find themselves without 
work and without money next 
winter. The Provincial Minister 
of Labor said that the Provincial 
Government would be willing to 
co-operate in any reasonable way, 
but ‘‘ did not intend to be imposed 
upon by anybody.’’ The Dominion 
Minister of Labor said that when 
the municipal and provincial auth- 
arities found that they needed 
help he would give considerate at- 
tention to their appeals. Tt was a 
case of ‘‘after you, Alphonse,’’ 
quite naturally, The cities are hard 
up; the Provincial Government is 
spending more money than it 
knows where to set; while there is 
a gap of from forty to sixty mil- 
lions between the spending  pro- 
gram of the Dominion and the ex- 
pected revenue, And the taxpay- 
ers are calling frantically upon all 
three to save money somewhere 
and leave them something to live 
on. 
Altogether it was an unsatisfac- 
tory affair from the standpoint of 
anybody who may be loafing this 
auinmer in expectation that the 
publie will take care of him during 
the winter. It indicates a hopeful 
stiffening all around on the ques- 
tion of making the man who works 
carry the man who won't work, It 
does not mean that people who are 
thrust into want by cireumstances 
beyond their control will be left to 
suffer, But it plainly does mean 
that the able-bodied chap who 
hopes to get three meals per day 
next winter had better step out 
and get a job and save all the 
money he can while"wages are go-| 
ing. The cities, the Province and 
the Dominion specifically decline 
to accept responsibilty for what 
‘happens to the man who isn’t try- 
ing to help himself, Hand-outs are 
likely to be scarce in these parts 
about January, and the weary 
Willies had better strike for a 
warmer climate while travelling is 


pleasant. 


STRIKING MEN ORDERED 
TO RETURN TO WORK. 

Chicago, Aug. 11--Officials of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe an- 
nounced tonight they had received a 
telegram from 'W,. G. Lee, ehtef of the 
Brotherhood of Ratilroadmen, in 


which Mr, ee said he had advised 
trainmen who left work on the Sante 
Fe's western ines that the suspension 
was unauthorized and called on the 
men to return to work. 
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Welsh Coal for Winnipeg 


Welsh coal for Winnipeg at $24 a ton is a start 
ling reminder of the persistence of the coal strike, 


its continental character, and the steady onward 
march of winter. That the mayor and council, and 
the board of trade as well, of the City of Winnipeg 
are seriously considering the bringing of coal from 
Wales, because of the uncertainty or impossibility 
of securing it as usual from Pennsylvania, is some- 
\thing to cause the people of Alberta to ‘‘sit up 
and take notice.’’ 

The United Mine Workers have tied up seven 
eighths of the mid-continent mines, including those 
of Alberta and British Columbia, ever since April 
Ist: now four and a half months. Some of those 
mid-continent mines which were not under control 
of the U.M.W.A. on April Ist have been in opera 
tion since, while some that were not under their 
control then have since been closed by them; but 
throughout the vast region between the Alleg 
hanies and the Rockies in the United States, and 
in Canada as well, practically not one mine that 
was under U.M.W.A, control on April Ist, 1922, 
has produced a ton of coal for sale since that time 
It is he most widespread and complete tie-up of 
the coal industry that has ever taken place in the 
history of the continent. On the Pacifie coast the 
Vancouver Island mines, and on the Atlantic the 
Nova Scotia and Cape Breton mines are operat 
ing, although under the U.M.W.A,; but their out 
put does not seriously affect the situation caused 
by the Central tie-up. In the Southern and south- 
erly States there are a considerable number of 
mines operating independent of the U.M.W.A,, 
and in the Edmonton distriet of Alberta the do- 
mestic mines generally are in the same position, 
and have been producing coal, But during the 
four and a half months since the strike began the 
domestic mines of the Edmonton district have been 
opetating at not more than one-third capacity 

The mines could only beoperated if the product 
could be marketed. It was the spring and summer 
season, with winter far away. Consumers did not 
need coal, or their needs were at a minimum. As 
a consequence dealers would not buy and there- 
fore miners could not work, although willing to do 
so, Had the domestic coal mines of the Edmonton 
district been working at capacity during the past 
four and a half months instead of on half or one 
third time, a supply could have been produced 
sufficient to see the householders of Winnipeg 
safely through the coming winter. All that was 
necessary was that the orders be given, payment 
arranged for in due course, and suitable storage 
provided. But the proper steps were not taken, 
and now with the approach of winter and the coal 
strike as far as ever from settlement, a condition 
of panic has set in, and Winnipeg is looking for 
coal from Wales at $24 a ton: with the double pos 
sibility that the price may be higher, and that 
delivery in adequate amount and when required 
may not be practicable, onl 

The four and a half months of lost time cannot 
be recalled. Coal mined during the latter part of 
the season will probably cost more than it could 
have been produced for during the earlier months, 
During the crop rush there will be difficulties of 
delivery that could not have oceurred while the 
railroads were largely idle. But there is still two 
months, and perhaps a week or two more, before 
winter sets in. Orders given even now could be 
attended to and delivery assured. 

Under the circumstances the attitude of mind 
that causes the Winnipeg city council and board 
of trade to turn to Wales, nearly five thousand 
miles away, for eoal instead of to Edmonton, less 
than 800 miles away, is difficult to understand. 
There is more coal in Alberta than there is in 
Wales. Mines are working here as well as there 
The trade of Winnipeg is with the prairie and 
mountain region of Canada’s Further West, not 
with Wales. Trade makes trade. The more Win- 
nipeg buys from its natural customers the more it 
may reasonably expect to sell tothem. Edmonton 
mine operators have persistently canvassed the 
Winnipeg market all summer in the effort to sell 
coal in quantity, and found both dealers and con 
sumers uninterested. 

Pennsylvania mines and agencies have had con- 
trol of the Winnipeg coal market from the begin- 
ning; before coal was produced commercially in 
Alberta, The comparative proximity of the Al- 
berta coal fields is a standing menace to the Penn 
sylvania monopoly of the Winnipeg market. Dur- 
ing one of the later war years, when there was a 
coal searcity in the United States, the Pennsy! 
vania coal agencies and the Winnipeg newspapers 
put up a fierce campaign against the use of Al- 
berta coal, insisting that they must get Pennsy! 
vania coal or they could not withstand the intense 
cold of winter. The eampaign was sufficiently 
successful to enable the Pennsylvania mines in 
large measure to retain their monopoly after the 
scarcity had passed. The strike has caused another 
condition of searcity of Pennsylvania coal, and 
now the attention of the Winnipeg consumer is 
being turned toward Wales instead of Alberta. So 
that when the strike is over the Pennsylvania mon- 
opoly will still hold, For if the Winnipeg consum- 
er used Alberta coal during the impending sear- 
city he would not be likely ‘to revert to the Penn 
sylvania supply when the strike was over; and 
thus Pennsylvania would lose that percentage of 
her market. 

So far as bituminous coal is concerned, there is 
no claim—or at any rate no claim-ean be substan- 
tiated—that the Alberta product is inferior to that 
from Pennsylvania in fuel value. There are, of 
course, varying qualities as there are — different 
mines; but on the whole for steam raising pur- 
poses, either in stationary engine or loéomotive, 
Alberta bituminous gives equal heat per ton with 
Pennsylvania. Anthracite coal is only used for 
domestic heating in furnace or heating stove. It 
is not used in either cooking range or open grate. 
Because it has high value in heat units ; because it 
is comparatively free from dust and gives off very 
little soot when burned, it is highly favored for 
household use. There is only one anthracite mine 
in Alberta, and it has been closed ever since the 
strike began, The desirable qualities of anthra- 
cite for the special purposes for which it is used 
is the strong talking point for Pennsylvania as 
against Alberta coal. The Winnipeg householder 


is led to believe that he must use anthracite if his 
house is to be clean and comfortable in the eold 
weather, and so it is suggested that whon he ean 
not get it from Pennsylvania he go to Wales for it, 
temporarily, until he can get it from Pennsylvania 
once more

Regarding comparative heat value, measured in 
British thermal units: The first annual report of 
the Advisory Council of Scientific and Industrial 
Research for Alberta gives 8920 to 9250 B.T.U,'s 
per pound of Edmonton domestic coal, egg size 
in larger lumps the number of B.T.U,’s would be 
greater. Anthracite js generally credited with 
about 14,000 B.T.U.’s per pound, That is to say, 
a ton of Pennsylvania anthracite holds as much 
theoretical heat as a ton and a half of Edmonton 
domestic. Therefore on a purely seientifie basis 
of calculation Edmonton domestic at #10 a ton in 
Winnipeg is equal in iheoretical fuel value to 
Pennsylvania anthracite at $15 a ton, But while 
the theoretieal value is the same, in practice the 
advantage is on the side of the Edmonton do 
mestic. 

In the dead of winter the anthracite is, of 
course, entirely satisfactory. But during the 
months of change from fall to winter and from 
winter to spring, the ready responsiveness of the 
Edmonton ¢oal to changes in the temperatnre not 
only immensely increases the comfort and health 
fulness of the household, but actually economizes 
fuel, as the fire is only left,going when it is need 
ed and every particle of the coal is burned 

It is a condition of the greater bulk in propor 
tion to the heating power that the best results are 
secured during severe weather when stove or fur 
nace has a roomy fire box. Kdmonton domestic 
coal gives the best results when it is burned with 
little or no draft. ‘The ideal fire is a large body 
of glowing coal. If the body of coal is large 
enough it will give off sufficient heat when burn 
ing slowly. This can only be when the fire box 
is Jarge enough. A small fire box compels the 
more rapid burning of the coal in order to seeure 
enough heat during severe weather. This, then, 
may cause the coal to form clinkers, While the 
Edmonton coal will burn perfeetly well in a fur 
nace or stove of any size, it should be thoroughly 
understood that it will give most economical as 
well as satisfactory results during the very cold 
weather if a large fire box is used. A small fire 
box ‘is quite satisfactory in mild weather hut does 
not give the best results when the weather is 
severe. No doubt the fact that the houses of 
Winnipeg are generally fitted with furnaces in 
tended for anthracite is a hindrance to the use of 
Alberta domestic coal.
